You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lyndeborough on Tuesday, the twelfth day of 
March, next at seven of the clock in the evening, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To hear the reports of all committees and take 
any vote relative thereto. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
T.R.A. for construction of Class [IV and Class V roads, 
and raise and appropriate or set aside the sum of 
$790.38 and the State will contribute $5,283.45. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,600.00 to do the necessary tar- 
ring of town roads, or take any vote relative thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 for material to be used 
in rebuilding the Red Bridge so called, or take any 
vote relative thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to put in shape and 
tar the hill leading to the Alexander H. Bill dwelling, 
provided the town is reimbursed for the cost of same. 
The Town to maintain said road in the future, or take 
any vote relative thereto. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to put in shape 
and tar the road leading from Badger Pond road near 
Carroll C. Simpson’s place to Walter A. Griffin dwel- 
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ling, provided the Town is reimbursed for the cost of 
same. The Town to maintain said road in the future, 
or take any vote relative thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to use such part of 1957 T.R.A. money as may 
be necessary to put the road from Crandall’s Corner 
to the Wilton Town Line in shape and tar it, or take 
any vote relative thereto. (By Petition) 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for the care of the ceme- 
teries in the Town, or take any vote relative thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $70.00 (1/100 of 1% of the 
valuation) to the Monadnock Region of Southern New 
Hampshire for the issuance and distribution of printed 
matter, newspaper and magazines advertising, calling 
attention to the resources and natural advantages of 
the Town, in cooperation with the other thirty-seven 
towns of the Monadnock Region. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
report of the Town Dump Committee, and vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 to carry out 
their recommendations. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the State Tax Commissioners to 
have an audit made by the Municipal Accounting Divi- 
sion, and to make an appropriation to cover the ex- 
pense of such audit. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the 
motion passed in 1935, whereby the provisions of the 
Municipal Budget Act was adopted, or take any vote 
relative thereto.

19. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations for the same: Namely: town 
officers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, election and 
registration expenses, expenses of town hall and other 
buildings, police department, fire department, health 
department, vital statistics, insurance, auto and dog 
fees, town maintenance of highways and bridges, street 
lighting, general expenses of highway department, town 
road aid, libraries, town poor, old age assistance, aid 
to soldiers and their families, Memorial Day and other 
celebrations, parks and playgrounds, cemeteries, Mon- 


adnock Region, interest on temporary loans, on long 
term notes, on principal of trust funds used by town, 
payment on notes in anticipation of taxes, serial and 
long term notes, and County taxes.

Your town dump has been set up for your personal 
convenience. It provides a suitable place where you 
can dispose of the large amounts of dangerous, inflam- 
mable waste material and other useless items which 
accumulate around your household and local stores, 
brush, ete., cut on your property. The town dump has 
become a table and indispensable asset in modern 
community life. 

The most successful town dumps are supervised — 
regular days provided for their use and inflammable 
material consistently burned. The town dump which 
receives no attention, where waste material is scattered 
about without supervision of any description, soon be- 
comes a community menace and a liability rather than 
an asset. 

Many people still burn debris around their homes. 
A large number of such fires get out of control causing 
unnecessary damage and expense to the burner. Why 
burn at home? Make use of your town dump and 
eliminate the hazard of burning. It will be easier for 
you — personally and financially. 

If, however, you do burn on your premises 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden

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REPORT OF PLANNING BOARD 


The Board is indebted to Clayton Brown for a sur- 
vey which he made of the road directional signs in the 
town which need replacing or repairing, and for his 
interest in the project. It now appears that ways and 
means are in sight to have this work accomplished. 

The attraction of industry appears to this Board to 
be in the best interests of the town. It has come to the 
attention of this Board that a manufacturer is now con- 
sidering establishing their business here. They are, 
however, reluctant to push forward their plans unless 
they may be assured of protection for future develop- 
ment of their proposed business and for the protection 
of those employees who might build homes here. 

The Public Laws contain certain enabling provisions 
which a town may adopt to regulate matters which 
voters consider to be for the public good. Under one 
such enabling provision this Planning Board was estab- 
lished by the voters in 1953. 

This Board now recommends that the voters au- 
thorize the Planning Board to study the advisability of 
taking advantage of other enabling provision, such as 
establishing an official town map, regulation of sub- 
division of land, zoning regulations, etc., and report its 
recommendations at next March meeting. 

Preliminary work on an official town map is pro- 
gressing.

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SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeborough: 
I respectfully submit my tenth annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

Our school opened this fall with the same staff as 
last year. Mrs. Adelaide Herrick teaches grades 3 and 
4 and acts as Principal of the building; Mrs. Alice Smith 
teaches grades 1 and 2; Mrs. Mildred Peters teaches 
grades 5 and 6. 

Miss Sybil Beatham, school nurse, continues to su- 
pervise the health of our children with the assistance 
of Dr. Edward Sheris, the school doctor. The details 
of this work are explained in the School Nurse’s Report. 

Mr. Harry Holt continues to do an exceptionally 
fine job as custodian of the building. Our building is 
always neat and clean and his work has been highly 
commended by visitors who have visited our plant. 

Mrs. Barbara Shinn continues her fine work as 
manager of our school lunch program. Her interest in 
school and school activities extends beyond her duties 
as school lunch director. We are indeed fortunate in 
having a person working with and for our children who 
is so devoted to her work. 

Each year we attempt to place special emphasis 
upon one area of instruction, and at the same time keep- 
ing all other areas of learning in proper balance. This 
year, we are placing special emphasis in the area of 
Elementary Science. The need for a more thorough 
understanding of scientific principles is not only de- 
sirable but essential in this day and age. We cannot 
start too early with our children, in making them cog- 
nizant of the influence that an understanding of sci- 
ence has on their lives. 

The work in this field was stimulated by the offer- 
ing of an extension course in “Teaching Science in the 
Elementary. Grades.” This course was given at Wilton 
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through the cooperation of Keene Teachers College 
and the Wilton Schoo] Department. Mrs. Peters of our 
staff took this course this year. 

Last spring, a course in “Children’s Literature” was 
offered in Wilton and all three teachers participated 
in this program. The objective of this program was 
to renew for the teachers, an acquaintance with the 
best in children’s literature so that they can better 
direct and influence the tastes and habits of our chil- 
dren. The teachers personally purchased materials for 
bookcases and had them constructed for the purpose 
of establishing a library of children’s books in the school. 
Several parents and friends, as well as some of the 
children, contributed books to the school. Thus we 
have the beginning of a fine school library. It is hoped 
that periodically books can be added to this collection. 

Two pianos were contributed to the school for the 
large room. One was given by Mrs. Earl Bullard, and 
the other by Mrs. Herman Hadley. 


Building and Grounds 

The main project of the School Board this past sum- 
mer was to provide adequate drainage of the play- 
ground so that the accumulation of water on the play- 
ground area will flow around and away from the build- 
ing. This involved considerable grading. This project 
is essentially completed with the exception of the finish 
grading and seeding, which is planned to be completed 
this spring. Mr. William Shinn, Mr. Joseph Fay, and 
Mr. Earl Bullard, contributed many hours in advising 
and assisting us in this project. We also wish to thank 
the many parents and friends who have assisted us in 
painting the hallway in the older section of the building, 
as well as with the grading project. Many dollars have 
been saved as a result of this assistance. 

The State Highway Department, through the ef- 
forts of Mr. Shinn, has been very cooperative in es- 
tablishing new aid larger drainage under the main 
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road, at the north end of the playground area. It will 
be recalled that a large accumulation of water in this 
low spot was responsible for water backing up into 
our dry wells and septic tanks, making it impossible 
to use the new toilet facilities in the school last spring. 
The new drainage pipe has solved this problem. 

We are badly in need of heavy play equipment on 
our playground for the smaller children. We presently 
have a jungle gym, one set of swings, and one set of 
see-saws. We should have two other pieces of equip- 
ment, namely a slide and a merry-go-round for the 
little people. The Parent-Teachers Association has ex- 
pressed an interest in this and it is hoped that everyone 
will assist them in their plans to procure this equipment. 

Our school plant is in excellent condition. Only one 
room needs painting, namely Mrs. Smith’s room. With 
the completion of this work our whole plant will have 
been completely re-painted, within the past two years. 
The School Board has provided funds in the budget for 
this purpose. 

Minor annual maintenance expenditures should 
keep our plant in excellent condition. 


Special Articles 

For the past 18 years, our North Lyndeborough pu- 
pils have been receiving their education on a tuition 
basis, at the Francestown Public School. In 1957-58, 
it is going to be necessary for the Francestown School 
District to construct a third room, if they are to continue 
to accept our pupils. Next fall we will have seven pu- 
pils from this area attending the Francestown School. 
If the Francestown School District carries out this proj- 
ect, it is planned to amortize the principal outlay over a 
period of five years. The Francestown School District 
is desirous of being assured that Lyndeborough will 
continue to assign its pupils in this area to their school 
for at least the period of the notes. This is the reason 
for action being requested under Article 9. 
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If the Francestown School District does not vote to 
construct this additional classroom space, we will have 
to look elsewhere for educating these children. Article 
10 authorizes the School Board to negotiate a contract 
with another school district, perhaps New Boston. 

The possibility of bringing these North Lyndeboro 
pupils to our own school was seriously studied. Howev- 
er, after considering the expense that would be involved 
in re-conditioning, maintaining, and perhaps re-suracing 
the mountain road, to make it passable at all times 
during the year, it was decided that it would be to the 
advantage of the town to continue educating the North 
Lyndeborough pupils on a tuition basis. The trans- 
portation of the pupils could be quite expensive if we 
contemplated transporting these children over the 
mountain road to Lyndeborough Center. 

Article 11, requests the voters to seriously consider 
the purchase of a deep freeze unit for the school lunch 
program. Mrs. Shinn, over the past several years, has 
had to use her deep freeze unit in her home to store 
perishable school lunch foods as they come in. As our 
school lunch program has increased in size, due to 
mers enrollments and interest in the program, our quo- 

ta of government surplus foods has become greater. 
Consequently, it is quite an imposition to expect Mrs. 
Shinn to be responsible for providing such freezing 
service, at the expense of her personal use of her own 
equipment. Another factor that should seriously affect 
our thinking on this Article, is that of the possibility of 
not receiving materials of a perishable nature because 
of not providing cold storage. The Federal Surplus 
Food Program can stop shipment to any lunch program 
if it does not have proper facilities to care for the ma- 
terials received. This past year we have received. quan- 
tities of turkeys, hamburg, butter, cheese, and eggs. 
Without this assistance our school lunch program would 
find it exceedingly difficult to operate, especially at the 
prices we are charging. The sum of $350 is included 
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in the School Board’s Budget for this piece of equip- 
ment. However, it was felt that the voters of the dis- 
trict should have an opportunity to voice their opinions 
on this matter. 


Finance 

The School Board's Budget calls for an appropriation 
of $39,874.51, an increase of $1,266.88 over that of last 
year. This increase is reflected largely in the areas of 
teachers salaries, operation of school plant and equip- 
ment. Decreases were realized in the areas of tuitions, 
insurance, capital outlay, interest payments and re- 
pairs and replacements. However, an increase in anti- 
cipated income reduces the estimated assessment so 
that it is only $799.62 more than last year. 

It is estimated that we will have 32 pupils attending 
Wilton High School next year at a cost of $265 per pu- 
pil, one attending New Boston at a cost of $330; 15 
pupils attending Wilton Junior High School at a cost 
of $200 per pupil and 7 pupils attending Francestown 
Elementary School at a cost of $185 per pupil. Our total 
estimated tuition cost for 1957-58 will be $13,105 or 
approximately one-third of our total budget. 

We are obtaining very fair tuition rates, when one 
realizes that the maximum a district may charge, by 
State Department ruling, is $354 for pupils in grades 
9-12, and $231 per pupil for elementary which involves 
grades 1-8. In every instance, the schools receiving 
our pupils are assessing us a cost that is lower than 
their per pupil costs. 

Every effort has been made to operate an effective 
educational program as economically as possible. This 
is reflected in our per pupil costs for the year 1955-56 
as compared to the state average for that period. Lynde- 
borough’s per pupil cost for that period was $199.25 
as compared with a state average of $215. It also has 
the third lowest cost in the eight towns that comprise 
Supervisory Union No. 638. 
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Conclusion 
I wish to again express my appreciation and thanks 
to the Lyndeborough School Board, teachers, parents 
and friends of the Lyndeborough School for the ex- 
cellent cooperation and fine support given me this past 
ear.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


As School Nurse I made twelve visits to the Lynde- 
borough Public School during the school year of 1955- 
56. It was a busy year but until the latter part of the 
school year there were not very many cases of com- 
municable diseases. Then measles, mumps and chicken 
pox were introduced into the school but luckily there 
were not too many cases of the latter two diseases. 
German measles were prevalent, however, and the chil- 
dren were very ill with it. 

The administration of Polio Vaccine was carried 
out twice during the year. In October the first group 
of youngsters went to Milford for the second shot and 
in January the second group of children from 1-15 
years of age received the vaccine at a clinic held at the 
school under the supervision of the State Health De- 
partment and assisted by a group of local mothers. 
I assisted in arranging transportation for the first group 
and in the giving of the vaccine in the second clinic. 
The date of the second shot is still uncertain. 

Vision screening was accomplished with the aid of 
the Snellon Chart and the use of the Telebinocular. 
Reports were sent to the parents of the children who 
required further attention. I used the group audiometer 
in screening any loss of hearing among the children and 
will check the records and use the individual audiometer 
in determining the need for further care. 

The children were weighed twice during the year 
and most showed a satisfactory gain. 

Dr. Edward Sheris examined the children in May 
and found the following defects:
